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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-31 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 7, 1 1, 18, 22, and 28, the prior arts of record issued to Gordon, 
Kostreski and Gagnon (now cited herein) fails to either alone or combine teach or suggest a 
unified program guide for use in a broadcasting system, wherein the unified program guide 
merges at least a portion of a first program guide describing at least a portion of the first set of 
programs from a first service network, which comprising a first signal having a first set of 
programs, with at least a portion of a second program guide describing at least a portion of the 
second set of programs from a second service network, which comprising a second signal having 
a second set of programs, and mapping at least a portion of the unified program guide to a first 
service channel of the first signal and the second signal and mapping at least a portion of the 
unified program guide to a second service channel of the first signal and a third signal wherein 
the third signal is from a third network having a third set of programs, and wherein the first 
signal the second signal and the third signal each has service channels uniquely identified by a 
service channel identifier as cited in claim 1, claim 22 for a corresponding apparatus and 
similarly in claim 1 1 with a compiler and a controller for the merging and mapping steps; and 
further as in claims 7, claim 18 (with a tuner and a module) and apparatus claim 28 for a default 
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transmitting network identifier and a unified program guide are receiving at a receiving station, 
and the default transmitting network identifier have a value identifying the service network 
transmitting the unified program guide (as noted above), and the unified program guide is 
displaying to the user.
